Rev. 
F. D. Penney Talks on 


Temperance and Makes 


Startling Statements. 


SUMY SELLING IN NfflOT ADAMS. 


As Much or 1C in This Fair Stripling of 


a City as Anywhere Else Popu- 


lar Art Gets a Blow. Some 


Remedies. 


Sev. F. D. Penney, in a stirring sermon 


last night considered "Temperance Ee- 
form; or How Shall we Remove the Ser- 
pant's Fangs from the Vitals of Our 
Young City." Mr. Penney opened his 
discourse with a figure very appropriate 
to bis theme. It illustrated how the 
liquor traffic sinks itself into the vitals of 
the community. That monster, said Mr. 
Penney has teeth, it has a forked tongue, 
it has forked feet, it has everything to 
make it hideout. But it has the faculty 
of making itself to suit circumstances. If 
a tramp comes along, lazy, filthy, degrad- 
ed, so far as circumstances are concerned 
this monster suits itself, and the tramp is 
caught. If the man with diamonds comes 
along the monster puts on a smile to suit 
the diamonds, fast horses, weilth, fine 
furniture and all such things, and there is 
immediately an alliance between the two. 


It would be like threshing over old 


straw, said the speaker, to attempt to 
give a regular temperance talk, but he 
fanoied that few of his hearers knew that 
tens of thousands of dollars were being 
appropriated every year for prisons and 
electrocutions. The reports that come 
from our prison commissioners are simply 
marvelous. They ask for thousands for 
this and thousands for that so that they 
can accommodate the growing army of 
criminals. I have often wondered, often 
wonder every day, when this tremendous 
thing is going to stop. But you and I may 
take courage. There is a growing senti- 
ment against it. Of course when a rattle- 
snake is met it should be killed and the 
ruin traffic should be killed too. 


What we want to try and do is to save 


the young men. I suppose a man has 
right to choose to drink, as good a right 
to do so as I have to choose to preach, 
but I believe there should be a way to 
stop it What is the use of trying to pre- 
vent a man jumping from Brooklyn bridge 
when there are men running greater 
dangers t What is the use of those officials 
testing milk at New York depots, looking 
for water when there is stuff sold that is 
far more harmful. What is the use of 
looking for candy that contains an adulter- 
ation or coloring that will make the small 
boy sick when there is stuff sold to ruin 
the young men? These officers pass 
thousands of sal xina. 


Mr. Penney strongly arraigned this 


town, He said I think I could within a 
short time bring proof that there is no 
other town or pity in this- country in 
which there is more illegal selling of 
liquor to young men and drunkards on 
Sunday as in this fine stripling of a, city, 
North Adams. It is only a few hours 
since I scnr evidence of it. 
A man told 


me the other day that he saw more drunk- 
enness on Main street than he ever siw 
elsewhere. On that Sunday morning re- 
cently when the circus came to town 
drunken men reeled along on the streets 
and ejaculated their oaths. I suppose it 
is an absolute fact that anyone who wants 
to drink can buy drink on Sunday. But 
yon read of what comes m the fulness of 
time. 


You will say, "why tell us to be encour- 


aged when you ta^e trouble like this." T

another. I here repeat that there is not a 
city where there is more illegal selling in 
proportion tp the population than thei e is 
in this one, It is a shame on the face of 
our town; a shame on the face of our gov- 
ernment. It is a contradiction to build 
normal schools and proceed along these 
lines and at the same time allow this traf- 
fic to go on. 


Are we to keep still? There is a remedy 


for it. The traffic is what it is because 
the people let it be so. But this rising 
tide of Christian sentiment wiJl dash 
against it some day and it will go down. 
Of those in prison eighty-five per cent, 
ore there through drink, but we can't be- 
gin to stop the curse there. We must be- 
gin at the home. Tae remedy must be 
personal work. Howhord it is to persuade 
a young man in the name of his beau- 
tiful eister, hjs flew mother, his dead 
father, or in tjie name of his Jesus to let 
the social glass of champagne alone.

William 
Henry, who lives close to the crossing, 
beard the freight coming and saw the 
danger of the pleasure party.

The driver evidently did not catch his 
words, but inferred from his gesticulations 
that he meant there v, as danger on tbe 
track. Instead ot stopping as Hii. Henry 
had shouted to him to do tae driver 
drove up rapidly and .ius.t cleared the 
track as the train rushed paat, tearing 
away part of a garment, it is Mid, that 
streamed out over the end of the vehicle. 


Saturday morning Mrs. Edward Perry 


got so badly frightened at the crossing 
that she will not venture on the track 
again in a very long time. Mr. Henry was 
near by when she was endangered. It 
was a freight train this time, too. The 
train whistled unusually load and long 
and kept it up. 
This attracted Mr. 


Henry's attention and he ran over to the 
crosssing just as the train passed. He met 
Mrs. Perry, who was so frightened that 
she was hardly able to stand up. He said 
to her "That came very near you this 
morning" and she replied, "Yes, so near 
that I will never venture on the track 
again. This was my first and it will be 
last." Mrs. Perry was not crossing the 
track by the road, but had walked along 
it for some distance. 
She had just got 


near the crossing and was travelling along 
the bewildering and dangerous curve 
when the screeching of the train's whistle 
warned her of her dangar. She ran along 
tbe track hoping to reach the road before 
the train would overtake her. She was 
not able to reach the road and just got 
from between the rails in time to save her 
life. 


F. C. Smith of St. Albans, Vt., clerk of 


the Vermont board of railroad commis- 
sioners, held f private preliminary hear- 
ing Saturday at Williamstown regarding 
the accident in which Jerry Trudean, Oli- 
ver Daudelin, Edward Boque and Edward 
Chaput of this town lost their lives Sun- 
day, the 21st. Mr. Smith drove to . the 
scene of the accident and interviewed all 
who profeis to have any knowlegde of the 
details of the disaster. Eye witnesses of 
the accident were examined, but fer new 
facts were obtained. Mr. Smith was in- 
terviewed utter the investigation and 
hearing and stated there was little differ- 
ence in the stories told to him and those 
that appeared in the newspapers Monday 
morning. The testimony he said went to 
prove that the men met their death as a 
result of their own carelessness. 
Mr. 


Smith will report to tbe board and the 
advisability of further investigation will 
be considered.

THE INDIAN WAR. 


The people of the eastern part of the 


United States have little conception of 
the significance or terror conveyed in the 
words "Indian war." They carry with 
them little more than a suggestion of past 
history. But in the West, the Indian 
question is still one that is capable of ex- 
citing terror and bringing the realest 
Visions of murder and devastated homes, 
and a feeling of sympathy has, aroused a 
gOQO deal of interest in the present out- 
bre^k t>,f the Bannock Indians in Idaho 
and Wyoming. 


It is beyond all question that the 


trouble with the Bannocks m Wyoming is 
caused by the enforcement of, game laws. 
The Indians consider it their privilege to 
huntgama wherever it can be found, and 
th«y refer to »n old treaty made in 1868 
with the United States. A later treaty 
largely contracts that privilege, but the 
Indians believe that they are entitled ^o 
the, rights given them under • tfte old 
treaty. A few days ago nine Indians were 
arrested for unlawfully killing game. The 
mijwtt'ate'be'rore Kviom lO'cy werb sum- 
moned, convicted them and sentenced 
thewtofcch^dthii} durania ty *£ time. 
On the way to prison they attempted to 
break loose from their guard and iu the. 
melee seven of the Indians were killed. 
This was. cruel and seemed so outrageous 
to the. Indian mind that t lie Indiana are 
gathering their forces ior revenge on the 
white settlers. This is tiie root of the 
present trouble in Wyoming. 


The Indians no.\sr on the war path are 


brave and warlike. When first known 
they dwelt in the nearly desert region 
vmtil of the Snake river, and between the 
Bine and Rocky mountains. At an early 
date they Bought more fertile regions anc 
found hunting grounds in the Yellowston 
country, ranging through Northern Utah 
Wyoming, Southern Itfontana, Nevui 
and Idaho, Their whole number isesti 
mitted at about 1000. In 1866 a portion o 
them became hostile to the whites, and in 
1878 another outbreak took place, caused 
by an insufficiency of food from inad- 
equate appropriations for their support. 
Several sharp engagements took place, 
but the Indians were finally forced to sur- 
render, not, however until they had 
killed some thirty settlers, and had them- 
selves suffered a loss of seventy or more of 
their tribe.
